A scientist of Berlin who studied tlie 
cause of I lu- singing of wires in time 
of calm concludes that the vibration 
of the wires always presages the ap- 
proach of bad weather. When the 
sounds are deep the change of weather 
may he looked for within two days. 
When they nre shrill or sharp the 
storm will come within a very few 
hours. It is difficult to determine the 
cause of the singing. An Italian scien 
tist calls it “seismic agitation produced 
by barometric depression and trans 
mitted to the wires by the telegraph 
poles.”— Harper's Weekly.

TUBES FOR LUNGS. 

Complex System by Which Insects Are 
Enabled to Breathe. 

While mammals hnv, lungs and 
fishes gills, insects have neither <>ne 
nor the other. Instead they present a 
complex system of tubes running 
throughout the b-ngth <>f their Ix-die' 
whereby tin- air is conveyed to every ; 
part of the system. 

To guard insects against collapse 
from pressure of air. nature has fur 
uisbed the little creatures with a fine 
threa 1 running spirally within the 
walls of the tube, iii't as a garden 1 
hose is protected with wire 
Many (lies live first in the wafer as 
larvae. Arranged along each side of j 
their bodies is a series <>f exceedingly 1 
thin [dates. Into each of which runs a 
series of blood vessels. These plates i 
art- placed t<> absorb the oxygen < >>n 
taim-d in the water The tail ends in 
three featherlike projections, and by 
means of these the larvae ranse mr : 
rents <>f water f<> flow over the gills I 
aud thus their effb-ien>-y is increased. 

Gnats also exist In the water as 
larvae. But they have n<> gills Tln-ir 
breathing is ac'-oinplished by means of 
a tube situated at the tip of the tail 
Tin* larvae floats along In-ad downward 
In the water, with this tube just above 
the surface. s,» that fin- creatures may 
breathe.— fl.arper's Weekly

THE BOSTON AND SUBURBAN 
TELEPHUNE RATE SCKEUULE 

SOME RESULTS FOR 191 I 

While it will be at least six months liefore data will lie 
available to furnish a eomprensivo view 4>f the workings of the 
U 4 * w Boston and Suburban rate schedule, in respect to the pro- 
portionate adjustment of charges as between different classes of 
S 4 *rvi 4 c, the closing 4 >i tin* company’s hooks for the year 1911 sup- 
plh*s certain conclusive information as t<> the effect of the new 
sclnvhilc thus far upon the revenues of the company and its 
general lmm-tit to the company as a whole. 

The average gross revenue from exchange and toll service 
in the Ihiston and Suburban district for the year 1911 was 
•S.V..V7 per telephone station less than for the year 1910. 

As the number of stations in this <listrict was approximately 
130.000, it is clear that the company's revenue for 1911 teas 
more than S100.000 less under the new schedule than it woidd 
hare been under the old. That this saving to the community at 
large \v:i' the dinvt result of the new rate schedule and not the 
result of any general curtailment of the service on the part of 
suhs4*ril»crs, is evidcncc4l by the fact that the number of calls per 
station was as great for 1911 as in 1910, although the yearly cost 
to the subscriber was $3.37 per tclcplmnc less. 

Of course 1 1 1 is 4 lo 4 *s not mean that the caist of telephone 
service to every subscriber in this district was exactly $3.37 per 
year h*ss than tin* previous year. Many subscribers have found 
tin* cost of tlu*ir service for the year 1911 reduced by a much 
larger amount. Others whose rates under the old schedule were 
con-idercd ccpiilahlc and accordingly were retained in the new 
sclunlule have paid the same under the new as under the old. 
Manx others have voluntarily elcetcil tc» pay slightly more ill 
order to secure lietter grades of service, which are now available 
at lower prices than formerly. 

The remaining small minority have, in a greater or less 
ilegive, found the 4-ost of their service increased, because it has 
li 4 * 4 *n impo>sible for them to secure, under the new schedule, 
the same amount and extent of service without paying more 
nearly in proportion to their use. These represent a very small 
pen-entage of the total number of subscribers. Most of them 
had. under the old schedule, the unlimited Boston and Subur- 
ban rati*. It will be recalled that this was a rate furnishing 
unlimiti'd service throughout the entire Boston and Suburban 
distrht lor $162.00 a year. It was this rate which wa responsi- 
ble for some of the most glaring inequalities that developed 
bctwc4*n different classes of subseriliers under the new schedule. 

Subscribers to this service were located largely in the seven 
exchanges of the central district. Although representing only 
fi 1-2 per < >-nt of the telephones they made 43 per cent of all the 
calls originali*d in the district. If they had paid somewhere 
near 43 p 4 *r cent of the revenue <*f the district, this class of ser- 
vice would have resulted in no unfairness to other classes of 
subscriliers. As a matter of fact, however, they paid oniy 14 
per cent of the revenue in return for 43 per cent of the service. 

It i> obvious that under any change in the rate schedule, 
which was intended to be a “readjustment” as well as a 
•• reduction, ” these subscribers not only could not expect a 
share in any reduction, but, if the readjustment was to lie fair 
to other subscribers, the cost to the users of this class of service 
must necessarily be increased. Most of the subscribers who 
have taken up this ifuestion with the company have expressed 
themselves as recognizing the justice of their paying, under the 
new schedule, more nearly in proportion to their actual use of 
the service. It is the belief of the company that the justice of 
this will ap|K*al to practically all the others when they throughly 
umlcrstaiul the inequalities which prevailed under the old sched- 
ule. 

As to whether the new schedule offers service and rates bet- 
ter adapted to the requirements of the general community than 
the old, it is perhaps significant that the gain in nerv subscribers 
in the Mefrojiolitan district in 1911 teas greater than in any 
other year in the history of the eompany.

Many allow their cows to decrease iu 
milk at this season for want of good 
feed. It will pay to purchase bran and 
other good fetds if you have nut euoiigh 
of home-grown kinds. 

Some milkers handle the teats as if 
they were made of rutiher ami devoid of 
all feeling; but, strange to say, there are 
' nerves iu the udder which are very sensi- 
tive. 

A combination of high roosts and heavy 
fowls seldom proves satisfactory. Lame > 
birds will surely result.

It would be easier to keep good men on 
i ttie farm if the dairy farmers would keep 
j better cows. A min appreciates tin* op- 
! portunits of handling good stock, and he 
realizes that some responsibility is placed 
upon him if he knows that nothing lull 
valuable and profliahle cattle are kept. 

Attention should he given to the titling 
of harness to colts when beginning to 
work. It is of great importance that 
collars should lit snugly, ami it is well to 
see that the shoulders are not bruised. 
When first beginning work iu the spring 
the work should be light until the team is 
hardened. During the first day the dis- 
tance of ten miles traveling is sufficient. 
This may be increased to twelve to 
eighteen miles as soon as the team gets 
into condition. 

This is a good season to fix up about 
the barns and stock shells. Nail up the 
cracks and holes to keep out the wind, 
aud mend the leaky places in the roof to 
keep out dampness. Animals that are 
sheltered from the wet and wind will he 
comfortable and do well with right feed- 
ing. Making them thus comfortable saves 
fetal and thereby money. 

The farmer of today must make use of 
np-to-date tools and machinery, in order 
to make and save money without perform- 
ing an undue amount of manual labor. 
There are hundreds of little and big things 
to be done on the farm all the time, and 
if advantage is not taken of tools that 
will lighten the labor, farm work becomes 
drudgery and not much can be accom- 
plished. 

The only way to have quality \egetables 
| is to grow them yourself. Mauy vege- j 


tables ought to be eaten as soon as they 
are harvest4.*ii. Corn loses much of its 
sweetness in twenty-four hours. Peas 
must be eaten the day they are picked, In 
order to have them at their best. More- 
over, some kinds of vegetablt*s which the 
amateur may grow are never seen in the 
market, because they will not stand ship- 
ping well, or do not make as attractive 
appearance as some of the other sorts. 

A considerable amount of cold air will 
not hurt anv healthy animal, but cold 
drinking water will do incalculable dam- 
age. The water for horses, cattle, swine 
and poultry should he heaud. In the 
case of the dairy cow, the result of allow- 
ing her to drink cold water will become 
apparent at once. He milk will become 
less immediately. 

The best thing for the animals is to 
have a small tank heater and to keep the 
drinkiug water warm at all tunes. Th« 
next best tirng is to keep the tanks always 
supplied with water drawn from the well, 
which is moderate in temperature.

schools, and in every w ay public life is 
being made tin- point of value rather tiian 
the narrow home life ” 

He sketched a pleasant future of co- 
operative housekeeping, predicting tiie 
time when women’s drudging in tiie home 
will be greatly lessened and her bauds 
will be left free, not to he idle but to do a 
greater share of the humaniariau work of 
the world.

A PYTHON IN SPLINTS. 

Interesting Reptile Surgery at the Lon- 
don Zoo. 

A second operation has just been per- 
formed on the greai python at tiie zoo- 
logical gardens, who fractured his jaw 
while swallowing a goat a few weeks 
ago. 

After tiie jaw and head had been en- 
veloped in a rigid casing for a couple 
of weeks he began to shed his skin. It 
was impossible for the patient' to com- 
plete the shedding while the head was 
bound up. aud the bandage was there- 
fore removed. The bones of the jaw. 
it was found, had partly reunited. 

With his head free again the python 
was obviously in the best of spirits and 
celebrated the occasion by swallowing 
k duck. The skin of the head was then 
shed, including the transparent outer 
lenses of the eye. Afterward it was 
decided to replace the plaster of paris. 

Awaiting a moment when the giant 
reptile was coiled in his tank, six 
heavy keepers crawled Into his cage, 
each carrying a stout board. These 
were quickly slid over the top of the 
tank while the operators sought for the 
injured head through an opening be- 
tween two of the boards. Once the 
neck was seized t he six heavy keepers 
sprang on the boards and were ordered 
to sit tight, thus forming a living roof. 
As the powerful coils heaved inside the 
tank the heavy keepers were lifted up 
bodily, but their combined weight was 
too much for the heavy python, and 
the splint and bandages vtere rapidly 
replaced. 

It will be some weeks before the 
bandages are removed, and meantime 
the python will not be able to eat or

Mexican “Siort” as Viewed 
Through American Spectacles. 

TACTICS OF THE TOREROS. 


They Were Better Runners Than 

Fighters md Displayed More Cow 

ardico Than Dravery — Mirth That 

the Natives Couldn't Appreciate. 

"Thank you. Aguirre, but 1 hardly 
think I want to s**o one of your bull- 
fights l have beard enough about 
them to make me sick of the thought.” 
I had seen every other kind of tight, 
fmm messenger boys up to bull moose 
and buffalo, and Aguirre felt that I 
wigild forever regret it if I left Mexico 
without at least once witnessing the 
national sport. 

1 reluctantly consented to accompany 
him. and after our dinner, instead of 
taking the usual siesta, we went to 
the ring I had often read the stories 
of such tigbis. and after the series of 
ttiree had been finished 1 wondered if 
any writer had ever taken the trouble 
to describe the ridiculous and funny 
stunts that crop out during the course 
of the fights. 

The first bull that was released went 
through the ordinary course of sprouts, 
first goring a broken down race horse 
which had seen service on many of the 
tracks in the States nnd was used in 
the bull ring only because he was a 
thoroughbred. F'inally the hull was 
put to death by a stab between the 
shoulders, which paralyzed his spine. 

The second entrant was a little black 
fellow full of fire, which had been 
especially raised on the big ranch of 
Governor Tirazzos Between the toril 
(pen i and the ring there was a short 
alley, just wide enough to allow the 
bulls to get through without rubbing 
the hair from their flanks. Leaning 
over the boards which formed the 
sides of the passageway was a Mexi- 
can negro, who. when the little Dull 
was shoved out of the toril. jabbed a 
fishhook “barbo" into his left shoul- 
der. which maddened the animal to 
such nu extent that he hardly knew 
which way to turn, so eager was he to 
locate his enemy. 

Tlie crowd at this time was going 
mad and from all sides could be heard 
frantic cries of “Cobardo. podrido. 
putrefaccion" (coward, rotten, rotten- 
nessi. and "El toro es muerto” (the bull 
Is dead i On the contrary, he was 
very much alive and showed it a few 
moments inter. After he was chased 
Into the toril the torero, whose name 
was Altiertis. appeared before the 
president’s box. as Is tlie custom when 
n failure is made, to explain himself 
and ask for another chance before he 
was condemned Tlie opportunity was 
given, and tlie result was only a repe- 
tition ot the former attempt, except 
that the bull was prevented from 
catching him by helpers who were arm- 
ed with long pikes and prevented the 
beast from sealing the fence. 

Springing ten or a dozen yards 
toward the eeuter of the ring, t lie 
frenzied creature stoppl'd short, spread 
his front feet out as far as he could 
and madly pawed tlie ground. In his 
shoulder the wicked barb still stuck, 
and to It were fastened a big yellow 
rosette and ii hair dozen red stream- 
ers trailing the ground. 

Presently a volunteer novice torero 
(bullfighter on footi jumped over tlie 
fence on the north side ol the ring and 
advanced a few feet toward tlie defiant 
bull. One flaunt of the torero's red 
bandera (banner) and the bull became 
a demon With head down he rushed 
at the novice, who meanwhile had 
lost his nerve, for he stood quaking 
with fear when he should have been 
advancing to meet the onrushing ani- 
mal When the latter was only twenty 
yards away the volunteer dropped the 
bandera and espada isword) and put 
for the fence as fast as lie could go. 
The fence was about four feet high, 
and the torero cleared it in a straight- 
way dive. 

The poor bull was not so fortunate, 
although he was game enough to at- 
tempt the fence in his mad effort to 
catch his tormentor. He landed on 
top of the boards and stuck there, 
with his hind legs in the air, until 
he was released bj some attendants 
who ventured from the other side of 
the ring. 

1 took a heap of fun out of the antics 
of my little hero, the hull, and was 
having a good laugh all to myself while 
the moli was going wild with disgust 
at the cowardice of Albertis when 
Aguirre advised me to suppress my 
mirth or there would he trouble for 
both of us 

When order was restored the little 
bliicli lititi' h of muscle, brawn and grit 
was brought into the inclosure for tlie 
third time, hut it took the efforts of 
two toreadors (bullfighters on horse- 
backi and u professional foot tighter to 
beat him. and his defeat was then due 
only to the fact that he was exhausted. 

Aguirre told me that it was bad 
form in Mexico to laugh at anything 
in a bullfight but the death of the hull, 
but I remarked to him that in all 
America he would not find a gringo 
who would not instantly grasp the 
funny side of that particular bullfight 
and carry it home so that others might 
laugh too —Denver Republican
